| A native of South Caro- 
lina, Dr, Gordon W, Black- 
well became President of 
Florida State University in 
September, 1960, succeed- 
ing Dr. Robert M. Stro- 
zier. Dr. Blackwell has 
shed himself most 
notably as an educator, 
social scientist, and more 
recently as a college ad- 
ministrator. 

Well known for his schol- 
arship, Dr. Blackwell has 
authored five books and some 50 articles and edit- 
ed for several years the journal, Social Forces. 
For 14 years, Dr. Blackwell directed the Institute 
for Research in Social Science of the University of 
North Carolina. 

Born at Timmonsville, South Carolina, in 1911, 
Blackwell, the son of a Baptist minister, was grad- 
uated summa cum laude from Furman University

Now beginning his fifth year 
as Florida State’s athletic 
rector, Vaughn Mancha first 
served FSU as an assistant 
football coach under Tom Nu- 
went(1952-58) and is a promi- 
nent figure in southern foot- 
ball cireles. 


Mancha was a standout cen- 
ter on Red Drew's Alabama 
teams (1944-47), and figures in 
Alabama football legend with 
Don Hutson and Harry Gilmer. 

Since his college days Man- 
cha has put in a year of pro- 
fessional football, earned a 
Masters’ at Alabama, served as Head Football Coach at 
Livingston, Ala., State College, A: ant at FSU, and Physi 
cal Education instructor at Columbia Unive 


Vaughn Mancha 


An AII-SEC and All-American selection for an amazing 
four years at Alabama, Mancha’s finest year was as a soph- 
omore in 1945 when he and Harry Gilmer led Alabama to 
a perfect 9-0-0 record. In Mancha’s four years at 'Bama, 
the Tide had a 30-9-2 record and appeared in the 45 and 
48 Sugar Bowl games and the '46 Rose Bowl Classic. 
Mancha’s play earned him a position on the All-Time Sugar 
Bowl team. 


Mancha was offensive center in 1948 with the Boston 
Yanks (franchise later became the Baltimore Colts), then 
became Head Coach at Livingston in 1949, where his teams 
won 21 of 28 games in three years before he came to FSU 
in 1952, 

Mancha completed all work toward his doctorate with 
the exception of the dissertation 1957-59 while at Colum- 
bia, then assumed his present role at FSU in November, 
1959. He is married to the former Sybil Little of Birming- 
ham; they have three children: Clare, 14; Nan, 11; and 
Dit, 4, 

The 42-year-old Athletic Director is a native of Sugar 
Valley, Ga. 


The Head Coach 
BILL PETERSON 


Beginning his third season as 
Florida State’s head football 
vorch, Bill Peterson gives no 
indication of slacking his ef- 
forts to boost the Seminoles to 
the top of the gridiron heap. 


Peterson once said: “I don't 
care how great a football play- 
er is supposed to be, if he does- 
n't have the desire to play hard 
all the way, and if he doesn't 
take pride in what he is doing, 
he won't help you when the 
chips are down.” 


The chips were on the table 
last fall, and Peterson's “Team 
Named Desire” raked in a good portion of them. Recog- 
nized by many as the best team FSU has ever had, the 1962 
Seminoles were a personal tribute to Peterson's ability to 
instill desire and pride into his football player 


Bill Peterson 


A former offensive line coach at Louisiana State Univer- 
sity, “Pete,” as he is affectionately known by fans and 
fellow coaches, is impressive off the field as well, and con- 
tinues to win friends from Pensacola to Miami in the end- 
less chain of personal appearances he makes. 

A 1946 graduate of Ohio Northern University—he was a 
standout end and team captain his senior year—he compiled 
a 51-22-83 record in ten years of high school coaching in his 
native state of Ohio. Two of his Mansfield elevens won 
Ohio State High School championships. 


While an assistant at LSU, Peterson was credited with 
obtaining many of the players who boosted LSU in to college 
football’s top ranks. LSU’s 1958 team won the national 


championship and defeated Clemson in the 1959 Sugar 
Bowl. 


Coach Peterson has done graduate work at both West 
Virginia and LSU. A native of Toronto, O., he is active in 
the Methodist Church. He and his wife, Marjoric, have five 


sons: Ronnie, 20; Tommy, 14; Jon, 10, Billy, 7; and 
David, 4%.

BOBBY BOWDEN, 
Assistant Coach 


A newcomer to the PSU staff, 
Bobby Bowden formerly was Head 
Goach ut Howard College in Bir 
mingham, Alabama, for four years. 
Prior to coming: to Howard, he was 
Mead Coach at South Georgia (Jun- 
ior) College in Douglas. 

A native of Birmingham, Bowden 
quarterbacked Woodlawn High 
teams in 1946 and 1947, later was 
a Liltle All-American at ‘Howard in 
1951, After graduation in 1953, he Bobby Bowden 
became an assistant coach under 
Earl Gartman, serving in that capacity for two years before 
moving over to South Georgia. 

As head coach at the Douglas school, Bowden’s teams had 
a 22-11 record, As Howard's Head Coach, Bowden had an 
amazing 31-6 record and dominated Alabama small-college 
football (his 1961 team won one game by an 80-0 score.) 
Bowden developed numerous small-college All-Americans 
while at Howard. 

In his new Job at FSU, Bowden will coach the offensive 
ends. 

Coach and Mrs. Bowden, the former Julia Ann Exstock of 
Birmingham, have six children: Robyn, Steven, Tommy, 
Terry, Jeffrey, and Ginger. 


JOHN COATTA, 
Assistant Coach 


Coach John Goatta, a former Wis- 
consin assistant. who is now in 
charge of the FSU offense, begins 
his fifth year on the staff. 

Goatta’ (pronounced koat-ah) was 
an All-Big Ten Choice as a Wiscon- 
sin quarterback in 1951 and his rec- 
ord of 52 completions in 81 pass at 
tempts for 610 yards (.6: pereent~ 
age) set a conference all-time mark, 
A native of Dearborn, Mich., Coatta 

‘John Coatta played at Wisconsin under Ivy Wil- 
liamgon. 

Following graduation, Coatta stayed on as assistant before 
spending two years at Port Eustis, Va., as an Army player 
and coach. Later he return to Wisconsin to coach and re- 
ceived his Masters’ degree in 1959.

THE OUTLOOK IN ‘63 
By COACH BILL PETERSON 


This should be an interesting year for Florida State. Since 
we have built our football program on a three-team system, 
the new rules set forth by the NCAA have nece: 
having to make some big adjustments. 

However, with 26 lettermen back from last year’s team, 
we should be bigger and stronger and have better overall 
speed. 

Before spring training we thought the tackle position 
would be one of our strong: points, but unfortunately, we 
had quite a few injuries at this position. Many of our boys 
are untried as a result, However, we have several young 
players we are counting on: Jerry Bruner, moved from 
guard; Avery Sumner, a defensive specialist from last year; 
Frank Pennie and Bob Mangan, up from the Redshirts; and 
Tom West, an offensive specialist last season. 

John McConnaughhay, our great two-way end, is gone, but 
that position is one of our brightest spots with six lettermen 
back. We will look for Red Dawson, Don Floyd, Hank Syts- 
ma, Butch Gunter, John Wachtel, and Jim Causey to pick up 
where they left off last year, 

Our guards show considerable promise with Dick Her- 
mann and Chuck Robinson, backed up by Steve Slay, Jer 
Wooten, Joe Parrish, and Jack Shinholser, Robinson is the 
only two-way player back from last year’s squad. 

Center is manned by veteran Daly, a defensive sp2- 
cialist from last year; Jack Edwards, an offensive specialist; 
and Ferrell Henry, who was a guard during the 1962 season. 

Steve Tensi should be a great quarterback for us. At 6-5 
he's the tallest college quarterback in the nation, and we’re 
depending on his passing y. He's hacked hy veteran 
Charlie Calhoun, who did a tremendous job on defense and 
as our punter last year; and Ed Pritehett, who had a suc- 
cessful knee operation in the spring. Anthony Gero is a 
sophomore who could break in any time. 

At halfback we have Dave Snyder, a great competitor;
